REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims 1 and 15 are allowable because the prior art of record fails to teach or 
fairly suggest the combination of elements recited in the claims including the use of a circular 
incubator wherein the circular center of the incubator is offset from the rotational axis of the 
driving means for rotationally moving the incubator in the heat insulation box.
